According to Reuter's correspondent at Malta an- Eye-witnesg at 
the Bombardment of the Balgarian Qoast say: Tbe bombardment 
was almost aninterrapted from one o’clock in the afternoun till 
eaven in the evening. The shipsengaged wera mostly monitors, 
and destroyers with some cruisers, personally directed by [tear 
Aduiral de Robeck, The markmanship wae splendid, the first shots 
wore directed against the barracks at Dedesgatoh, which wore full 
of eoldiare who were soon rashing oat ia handrads to seek shelter. 
Tho heavy guns shelled the barracks, whil-t the destroyers direoted 
their attention to the fleeing soldiers, Every building of military 
importance way raged to the ground. Daring the course of the 
bombardment a troop train passed along at fall speed, but the 
deatroyera chased jt, shelling all the timo, the abella fell thiok in 
both the front and rear of it, bat Eye-witness did not observe sny 
etrike it. Tho railway line was absolutely torn up and the station 
waa wrecked, and numerous tracks, standing on tho line blesed up 
mountain high, for these contained black powder for an ammunition 
factory, which was alco wrecked, The voldiera repeatedly attempt- 
ed to remove the trucks, but the flames, and the hail of shell, pre- 
vented them, Soon the trucka were a hesp of aches, and the 
volumes of black smoke from them hid the town; when the smoke 
cleared, the church sppeared as the only lofty building standiag.

Hungshao Coal Mines. 

Lately anthracite of superios 
quality bas bren produced from 
tho Hangehan coal mine in Shang- 
tong, says the Peking Daily News. 
Tuis cos! barns without smell 
and amoke, and bas been provod 
to oonsist almost ontiraly of 
carbon and the beat kind over 
discovered in thin cimniry. At 
present, the daily output is more 
than five hundred tons, with 
prospects of increasing to 13,000 
tons in 8 couple of monthe. The 
miners huve been increased to 
1,500 men, with a staff consisting 
of thirty-one Chinese and twen'y- 
six Japanese officers, All the 
amall particles of coal from the 
mino ore to be turned into coke in 
tho vicinity to supply tho needs 
of tho Chinese Novy. Twenty- 
one selling abops bave recently 
beon innugurated along tho Chao 
Tsi line for the sale of the 
anthracite. 

Budgets.

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ROUMANIA. 


Dr. B. J. Dillon's View. 


Writing in the Contemporary 
Review Dr, E. J. Dillon, who has 
long made a apecial study of the 
politica of the Near East, passes 
interesting comment. (of course, 
from the British viewpoint) on 
the paychology of the Balkso 
Statey, the Roumanian leader, 
Bratiano, whom Dr, Dillon des- 
igrates sa “virtually the diotator 
of Roumania in the same sense 
and tos like extent that Giolitti 
was the dictstor of Italy," 
Roumania's territorial demanda in 
the present crisis, and ber opport- 
unity. 


Of John Bratiano, chief of the 
Roumanian Liberal party, Dr. Dil- 
lon taya that oe the son of an 
eminent and respected stateaman 
he entered public life “ encircled 
by the balo of bis father’s preatize. 
Gifted with considerable powers, 
he owes more to birth than to 
hard work and self-discipline.” 
He has become the real ralor of 
Roumanie with a minimum of 
effort on his part. If ho should 
declare war against Anatsja, 
Dr. Dillon believea that tho 
decision would be generally ac- 
claimed throughout Ronmania. 
Just how far Bratiano oan go in 
subordinating national ideala to 
party and personal interesta Dr, 
Ditlon does not pretend to aay. 
He ia inolined to believe that the 
weight of such public opinion and 
sentiment ag exist in Roamania is 
on the gide of the opposition 
leader, Take Jonsacu, who would 
merge Roumania's territorial de- 
manda in the higher sima of tho 
civilized peoples of Europe, and 
having helped to secure these, to 
establish a maral olaim. 


Roumania’s position at the pre- 
sent juncture of her fortunes ia 
summarized in the following im- 
aginary statement attributed by 
Dr, Dillon to Premier Bratiano 
himeelf: 


“The choice between belliger- 
ency and neutrality must be 
determined solely by the balance 
of territorial advantages which is 
offered by each. We cannot 
afford to repeat the mistake we 
made st the tims of the 
Rosso-Torkish wer, when, io 
returo for hesvy sacrifices of 
blood and money, we were beroft 
of one of our most fertile provinces 
and were given a barren tract of 
land with indefensible frontiore 
and tho andying enmity of ite 
Balgerian owners. This time 
\h re muat be advantegeous terms 
‘olearly specified, adequately guar- 
anteod, and unless they outweigh 


| those which we can obtain from 


the other side in retura for mere 
inaction, we shall feel it our duty 
to rejuot (hem, 


In his conversstion with the 
Raseian minister at Bucharest, 
the Premier made thece demands: 
Trengylvania, part of the Banar 
of Temevar, the Roumsanian dir 
triocta of Bukovioa, and of th: 
two provinces of Crishans an: 
Marmaros, As Dr. Dillon viow- 
tho matter, thease demande do not 
peem unfair or immoderate, , 


To regard to the practical poas- 
tb'lities cf s Koumanian cam- 
paigo Dr. Dillon ficds that the 
nation now has it in ber power to 
pot in the field about half a mil- 
lion men. Io the firat line she 
could place abont six army corps, 
numbering some 300,000 soldiera 
in all, Dr. Dillon tvinke, how- 
ever, that the value of theaa troops 
as a contribution to the eonfl.ct 
would be trebled at the present 
moment by the atrategioal pox ition 
they would occupy, stretching 
out a hand to the Russiana in the 
direction of Bukovina and 
pressing the Austro-Hungarian 
on their flank, It is well 
to sppreciste this advantage at 
its full value, bat by asking toa 
moch in terme of territorial con- 
ceasiona it ie Dr, Dillon's opinion 
thatthe Roamanian Promier rona 
thea danger of obtaining much 
lesa than is now offered. ‘ The 
hour for a decision has struck, 
because the present conjuncture 
enables the Roamanians to offer 


‘the highest measure of help to 


tbe Allies snd to ascute the 
largest retarng. No state, not even 
Sorbis, will gain as much by go 
little outtay as Roumanis.” 


To support his contention that 
delay is dangerous and may prove 
fatal, Dr, Dillon suggoate two con- 
ceivable consammations, either of 
whioh would materially change 
the conditions of the war in the 
east of Europes and impsir the 
warth of Roumsnia’s assiatance: 


Suppose the Tentons contrive 
to drive the Eussians clean oat of 
Eastern Galicia, or evan to im- 
mobilize their forces there, Aua- 
tria, freed from the Slav inoabas, 
would be in a position to: fortify 
bereelf in Tranzylvania #0 effecta- 
ally as to render the conquest of 
that province a task which would 
dismay not only those army chiefs 
who are at present in favour of re- 
maining inective, but alyo those 
who are impatient ¢o libsratethoir 
Roamanisn brehren from the 
misruls of Vienna and Budapest, 
And this atate of things of which 
an account would hsve to be 
rendered, not to any foreign state, 
bat to M, Bratiano’s own country- 
men, is hardly the goal towarda 
which # commoneence leader 
would deliberately strive, To 
nak the whole for the saka of a 
smell partis not a speculation 
worthy of « statesman. 


The other eventuality ie a 
degisiva Ruesian access in 
Qslioia, the reoocupation of 
Bakoving, and esach a strong 
militsry position aa woald render 
Romanis’a oo-operation super- 
flacus. What would then happen 
hardly needs explicit mention. 
Political motives, whioh Hung- 
ary,—whoie determined to outlive 
the present European cataclyam 
at avy and avery coat,—would not 
baslow to supply, might move the 
Allies regretfully to make ternis 
with that state which woald leave 
the Roumsvian fronticra where 
they are to-day.

ROUMANIA'S POSITION. 


Oar Renter wire of yeaterday apoke of an anti-Government 
demonstration at Bacharest, daring which tho mobilisation of 
Roamanis was demanded naa check on any “joining up” betwaon 
Balgsrians and Germans. This kind of thing is what might have 


tesa expected; indeed the wonder is that there has not keen more 
of it. There may be, and presumably are, half a dozen reasons why 
Roumania finda it inexpediont to j»in the Alliea; but there ore at 
least half a handred reasons why the will of her people ia ops oaed 
to her throwing in her lot with our onemies—the first and greatest, 
perhaps, being that these aro her own enemies a4 well. King 
Charlee of Roumanis, the man who, for all he was a German, may 
be ssid to have made Roumanin, died a year ago, and no one seema 
to know very clearly in what diraction his son Ferdinaad's personal 
sympathies lie. So long a8 King Charlea lived, the Court, at loast, 
remained pro-German. Butonly the Court; for, when war broke 
oat and the King reminded his Cabinet that the country waa bound 
to Austria by secret military convention, the Cabinet instantly 
rounded on him and pointed ont that thia convention waa ‘for 
defensive purposes only.” Finding his political advisera opposed 
to him, King Obarles put the matter to the vote among the Corpse 
of Officeré—only to receive a second snub ; for, oat of 6,000 officers, 
theze were bat 100 who were in favour of opposing Russia. , 
We mention these pointa as being all. the more significant in 
face of the fact that King Oharles was undeniably popalar during 
the whole of hia long reign; waa, in fact,o man who, on any other 
subject, could in all probability have carried the whole kingdom 
with him: Since his death the Ronmanian psople and their new 
King bave had ample opportanity to see into what ruin and dosola- 
tion their land would have been led had their late ruler's proposal 
been, listened to. We are probably safe in saying that fear of 
Ravsia trould of itself be more than suffi¢ient to deter them from 
taking sidea sgainst hor. But if Rassia is one of their neighbours 
Austria (Hangary, at least) is another; and Roumania knows too 
. mach, to hor cost, about the oruel grip of tho Austrians to make it 
likely thot sho would willingly loy herself opon to invasion’ by them. 
Practically epeaking, her people may be eaid. to have but one 
ambition: the establishment of a uni‘ed Roumania, whiob, of course, 
would moan the liberation of tho three and 4 half million of their 
breth-en in Hungory end Traneylvania who aro still under the 
domination of tho Emperor Francis Joseph. 

Of course the Roumanians must know that a part of the Allies’ 
programme woald, in ail likelihood, be the enlargement of thoxe 
exiles, Yot they hesitate; and the more we consider their geo- 
graphical position the lesa shall we wonder at that hesitation, In 
a couple of words, if they join the Allies much of theie territory ia 
inatantly at Balgaria’s and Austria’s meroy ; if they ally themselves 
with Austria, Russia can invade them in half an hour, There are

AN ATTEMPT TO BRIBE 
FOREIGN DETECTIVE. 


Considerable interest centred 
: in the proceedings at the Mixed 
Oourt yesterday saye the N,0.D. 
News of October 23 relative to 
the big seizare of arms ond sm- 
munition on Geturdsy alterncon 
{nst. Since the last bearing on 
Wednesday an important devalop- 
mont fas teken plane, v2, an 
attempt to bribsa foreign detective 
by an alleged Anstrian eabject for 
_ certain papers which it wasthought 
were asized by the Police. The 
hearing yesterday was before Mr, 
Grant Jones, Hritieh Aseosaor, 
and Magistrate Yu, the accused 
being :. Tsong Tez-dan (married, 
n stevedore), Ng Vang-sing 
(married, shopkeeper), ond Ng 
Sze-ping (married, a shopkeeper). 
They were charged “for that 
they, on October 16, 1915, at 8C4 
Woochang Road, Shanghai, did 
anulowfully keep for military pur- 
posea certsin arms, to wit, 129 
pistols and 20,830 roanda of om- 
munition, contrary to the Chineze 
Provisional Criminel Code Sec- 
tion 205. 

Mr, K.E. Newman appeared for 
the prosucution, acting on bebali 
of the Police, Mr. G. D. Masso 
appevied fnr the prisoner ‘lronz 
Tez-dau, Mr. Holborow appeared 
for Ng Szo-ping, while Dr, 
Hinckley appeared for Ng Vung- 
sing. Mr. R.F.O. Master watched 
the cace on behalf of the Chincae 
Maritime Curtoms, 

Mr. Newman informed the 
Court that thera would be 
no further cbarge, at the pro- 
gent moment, against the priso- 
nera. ‘Lhe Coart would = re- 
collect thot ko mentioned 
at the lact hearing s possible 
charge: f conapiring to defraud 
the Custome., Such o charge 
would be made by the Custom, 
apd not by the Police. 

Mr. Newman esid that before 
he went inte the ease he had an 
application to make, and it was 
that an order be made with re- 
gard to 8 certain som of $50 
which kad been handed to a fore- 
ign detestive by a certain man 
whom we theught he was right in 
describing se an Austrian, and 
whose name was Fromm. 

Mr, Grant Jones—Do you mean 

offered? 

Mr. Newman Ycs, and ae 
tually tendered tothe foreign de- 
tective, who bas the money here 
Counsel continaed that on the 
night of October, 16, Fromra and 
afriend of his went to Louzs 
Polico station where they saw 
Trteotive Quayle. The detective 
wasn cffered $200 if he would 
obtaincertsin elipsof paper which 
he -understood the Police bad 
geized on one of the defendants in 
the cace, and which hoe did not 
wish to come before the Court 
Qunyle refuced the omonnt, and 
on tho Sunday afternoon the 
man again went into hia room 
where he waa lying on the bed and 
deposited $50, Mr. Newman 

- deccribed it ae a subsidiary mat- 
ter, bat he asked for an-order to 
bo made regarding the money, 
whother it should be confiscated. 

Detective Quayle stated that 
about midnight on October 16 ho 
heard a motorcar at Louza 
station, A man whom he re- 
cognized aa Fromm got out with 
another manand asked him if ho 
wanted to earn a fow dollars. 

_ Witness asked him what he 
meant, aud he said that that 
afternoon a big asizure of arms 
and ammanition had been made 
in Kasbing Road, and bo wanted 
to know how many men had been 
arrested snd what quantity of 
atme. The witness reng up the 
Harbin Road station, and wae told 
that auch o casa had bappened, 
and ho thon told Fromm and his 
companion that all he could toll 

‘them wae that on arrest had been 
made. Fromm etated that a frieod 
of his | ad come papers in the caso, 
and that they would probably be 
found on a mon nemefl Tsong. 
Witness acked him his friend's 
name, ond he replied tha: it was 
Nielsen, He stated that thero 
was « pocket book ond somo 
pajera which contained names 
and oddreaaas., Hia friend .w 6 
particularly. anzious-that. theee 
addresses ehoald not be-brought 
before sho att, ‘Witness! ssid. 
he did hés'8a

just then, but bo promired to 
meet Fromm tho next day. On 
Sunday, about 11.30 p.m., he met 
Fromm on the Nanking Road, by 
‘accident, He had promised to 
meet him in Fooohow. Road, but 
was unable to get there. The 
wilness told Fromm that he had 
not found ont anything, bat he 
had hopes of doing eo. On the 
following, day, Moaday, about 4 
o’olock in the afternoon, aa he 
was lying on the ted in his room, 
Fromm went in and said he had 
$200 to givehim. He left $50 
iu the bed and then went away. 

The moriey was ordered to be 
contiscated. 

Mr. Newman then outlined the 
case. He said that on Saturdny, 
the 16th instant, at about 330 
p.m., acting on cortain inform- 
ation which ho received, he arrest- 
ed two wheelbarrow coolies, ond 
took’them to the Harbin Road 
alation with their wheelbarrowa, 

which were londed with planks 
of wood. Ho questioned the 
coolies, the borrows were sub- 
sequently unlosded and examin- 
ed, and in consequence of 
what was found, he went, with 
the coolios, to No, 23 Tongshan 
Road, and there arrested Ng Sze- 
ping, the old mun. One of the 
wheelbarrow coolies would tell the 
Court that Ng Vang-sing told him 
to take bandles of wood to Chapro 
Road. When the planka _ were 
gearchad, some of them had no- 
thing in them. There were eight 
planke scrawed together forming 
four boarde. Three of the boards 
contained five tins each, and one 
beard had seven tina, making ol- 
together twenty-two tins. In a 
statement which be had made, one 
of the men Tsong Tz dau said 
that he received part of the 
“medicine” some twenty daysago, 
and the other part seven daya ago. 
The latter were atored under the 
bed ic hia house, where they were 
eventua'ly seized. He farther aaid 
that they were given to him by 
German namvd Nielsen, living at 
32, Yangtezepoo Road and they 
were givoa to him for the purpose 
of being smuggled to India. The 
man anid that he worked at Gar- 
rela, Borner and Co., and waa now 
at MacHardy and Co.,No, la Jinkeo 
Road. Ho was going to try to 
amuggle them to India either on 
Octuber 21, 22, 23 or 24, He eaid 
the piatola were being taken to 
19 Tiendong Rosd when they were 
stopped by the detective. Ata 
search made in 8 Louse in- Tien- 
dong Rosd a numborof planks vere 
found in the peculiar shape of the 
ovea produced. A deck with o 
false bick wea found at No. 23 
Tongahan Rosd. 

Nitive detective No. 20 was 
the firat witness called. He etated 
that be was etstioned st Harbin 
Road etation, aod on Saturday 
afternoon, October 16, about 3.30, 
scting an certain information, he 
went to Bast Hanbury Read sod 
gaw two wheelbarrowa which ap- 
perred to be very heavily laden 
and which aroused his euspicions. 
He questioned the coaliee as to 
what was on the wheelbarrows, 
and they eaid they did not know. 
He posped between the crevices of 
the planks ond saw some tins 
abiniog, ond he took the two 
coolies to the police station; He 
saw the plaoka opened, and saw 
that there were a number of tins. 
Ho afterwarda questioned the 
coclies where they got the planks 
from, and he, together with a 
Chinese eergeant, went to Tong- 
shan Ltoad, There they eaw the 
mon named Ng Sze-ping, whom 
he took to the atation. He was 
sure that the tins, produced, were 
similar to those he saw io the 
planke. 

In answer to questions by Mr. 
Holborow, the witness said he 
got to Tongehan [toad about 4.20, 
and there were na other detec 
tives there. He had o look round 
the house, snd people were com- 
inginto the houso as epectatora. 
Ng Sze-ping had not returned 
homeat that time, but as there 
waa nobody in the house be waited 
for somebody to-come. In abyut 
five minutes’ time the man snd 
his wifo returoed. 

Dr, Hinokley saked the witness 
where be got hia information from 
rolating to the wheolbarraw ero- 
lies, and thia waa obj cted to by 
Mv. Nowman. 

Dr. Hinckloy—I sak if because 
I want {o know whether the in- 
formation came from any parties 
defended, or from parties’ who 
will be oalled as witnerses, 
should like to know the soprce of 
theinformation. ,
